Every year the yearbook has been in financial 
trouble due to lack of support. The students council elections for next year's S.C. were reduced to a farce 
with only 2 positions out of 6 positions on the council being contested. Only 9 students were interested 
enough in Students Council and what it stands for to run for election. Although house elections have not 
been held yet | am prepared to predict that they will be more of the same: Perhaps some houses will only 
have 1 co-captain due to lack of interest. All these are signs of student apathy. The word “apathy”, in 
my opinion, is very cliché now, but it happens to fit what is happening in Westview. | can only pray that 
the summer break will see some sort of compromise being worked out and put into effect. 


| can only hope that the minority of the school who bought a yearbook, and the even smaller minority 
who troubled to read this message will show it to others and take the time to seriously reconsider their 
positions. 


Finally, my best wishes to students leaving the school, and to those of you who are returning, think 
hard about next year. When you are seated among 40 other students in class you will not have the peace 
and quiet necessary to do so!

Mr. Bell, members of the Westview staff, parents, fellow graduating students, friends. 


The famous author, Mark Twain, was once quoted as saying: “l have never let my schooling interfere 
with my education.” When he spoke these words some on hundred odd years ago, | am certain that he was 
quite justified in saying what he did for at that time, education consisted merely of memorizing the pages 
from a text book. 


There were only two rights and one wrong. The teacher and the text book were right — always — and the 
poor student who expressed a slightly differing opinion was wrong. But then again, students, and | use that 
term loosely, were only an insignificant part of the educational system. They had nothing whatsoever to do 
with their education other than to listen to their teachers and memorize their books. Of course, everyone 
that went to school had to memorize the same things. Those that memorized the best were “А” students; 
those that did not memorize as well were “В” students; and then there were the rest. 


The educational system was an important part of society for it was the educational system that told 
students what ideas they were supposed to have for the rest of their lives. It was so efficient that it not only 
told students what to think but also how to think about it and it did this so well that many people never 
even bothered to ask themselves why they were thinking about what they were told to think about. 


In many cases, the school decided where a student's interests lay and after it had done this, it would then 
decide the student's future career. Of course society made it quite clear that the more schooling one had, the 
more money one would make and the better a place he would in society. 


The result of this type of educational system was that when one finished school he became as 
insignificant a part of his society as he had been in his educational system. He quietly took his place in 
society, as his schooling had taught him to do. He went to work, paid his taxes, was shocked to hear that 
another war had begun, was shocked at all the violence that was taking place in the world. This was the 
extent of his concern. As long as he continued to make his money, his contributions towards the betterment 
of his society was nil. 


Yes this is what Mark Twain's educational system was like and these were the type of people that his 
system produced. But the frightening thing about this, shall | say, old fashioned educational systems is that 
we, the 1972 graduates, were in a system very similar to Mark Twains no more than six or seven years ago. 


It was only a few years ago that things began to change. People were actually studying the educational 
system and suggesting that there were some areas in which improvements could be made. 


First of all, people going to school were going to become real students who could study what they liked 
and not what they were told to study. Students were given freedom of thought and expression and more 
personal freedoms as well, as rules dating back almost one hundred and fifty years were abolished. People 
were starting to see that students had ideas of their own even while they were still in school. People were 
starting to see that graduation was not the magical day that gave students the power to think, — even 
though that power was never used, but that students had always possessed that power. 


Thus, the student became a person with his own thoughts and ideas who could not only possess but also 
express these ideas. The idea of going to school changed from one of memorizing text books to one of 
learning through actual experience. Noe people go to school to get an education. Because of their education 
they are learning to see things from more than just one point of view. They are learning to communicate 
amongst themselves. They are learning that education is not merely a means for materialistic gains but a 
means to enrich their own intellect the way they want. For this reason people are looking for jobs requiring 
more intelligence. 


So where does all this leave us, the graduating class of 1972. We were not in the new system long enough 
to be considered part of it but again we were not in the old system long enough to be considered part of it 
either. Do we want materialistic gains from our schooling or do we want an education? Do we want to live 
in a society such as the one we live in now where there is violence, destruction, apathy, and disregard for 
other individuals, a society where people are afraid to speak out for fear of what the neighbours might think; 
a society such as the old educational system has succeeded in producing? Or do we want to live in a society 
where communication amongst individuals takes the place of the fight for material gains, a society in which 
we can speak our minds and accept our neighbour's criticisms at the same time, a society where we can 
become individuals and use our intelligence to its fullest capacity, where violence and disregard for others 
no longer exist, a very idealistic but feasible society? Being in the position that we are in, we can choose 
between the two but | am confident that the graduating class of 1972 adheres to the latter principles and 
that we will strive to achieve a better society because we the class of '72 can prove our point on an 
intellectual basis. Ladies and Gentlemen; | thank you.
